The Salk vaccine has tremen- 
dously reduced the incidence of 
polio. If parents were not so 
careless or uninformed as to neg- 
lect giving their children this pro- 
tection, the dread disease would 
be all but eliminated. The fight 
must go on for years. The vac- 
cine may be improved. It will 
be further tested. 

There are new methods for re- 
habilitation, too. They will be 
shown in the two-day celebration. 
Basil O’Connor, president of the 
Foundation, has been a stubborn 
and courageous leader. It was 
his decision to spend a very large 
sum of money on a “crash” vac- 
cine program which enabled Dr.

A-Powered Aircraft 


Senfirmation by Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp.’s Marietta plant that it can put a 
nuclear aircraft in the air within four 
years follows speculation that the De- 
partment of Defense is about ready to 
give the go-ahead for such a project. 


There also is speculation that attempts 
may be made to convert some existing 
airframes such as the B-52 to nuclear 
power plants. This method reportedly is 
under consideration to help speed up the 
effort to best Russia in developing such 
a plane. 

Whatever method is used, this country 
should lose no time in getting the atomic- 
powered aircraft program going with all 
speed. The Russians have said they will 
have such craft within two years and 
there’s little doubt they will. So if Lock- 
heed begins work immediately, it would 
be impossible for them to make up for 
the time lost while the United States 
has held up the project. 

‘Much preliminary work has been 
done on the company’s Dawsonville nu- 
clear testing center but this was held up 
through Pentagon indecision and economy 
moves. Meanwhile, the Russians have had 
no such delays. Should they beat us again, 
they will have won. another major mili- 
tary and propaganda advantage. 

‘No longer will reassurances of US. 
supremacy from Washington suffice. The 
Reds have won major psychological and 
propaganda advantages by concentrating 
on developing ballistic missiles and earth 
satellites. They are still concentrating and 
are ahead of us in the missiles and rock- 
et$ fields. We have consistently underesti- 
mated their progress and now must fight 
desperately to catch up. 


. There are hints that the Russian Sput- 
niks have been launched by at least an 
initial application of nuclear power. If 
this is true, they have beaten us already 
in. nuclear-powered flight. This makes 
it ‘all the more urgent that Waspington 
move with great speed. 

The big increase in defense spending 
which President Eisenhower is said to be 
including in his budget recommendations 
appears to be an absolute necessity. 
Whether it will be enough or whether 
there is still time to catch up remains to 
be. seen. 

The Reds are spending 25 per cent of 
their national income on defense pro- 
grams. We are spending about 9 per cent. 
Can we or are we willing to make the 
necessary added sacrifice to insure our 
own survival? : 

Nuclear-powered flight is possible, as 
Lockheed officials long ago pointed out. 
It is time to let them go ahead before 
the United States is reduced indeed to a 
second-rate military power.

Scholarship Program 
Rates Hearty Approval 


A billion-dollar four-year program to 
bolster American education has been ap- 
proved by the President as presented by 
Secretary of Education, Health and Wel- 
fare Marion Folsom. 


It is a good decision. 


The program contemplates 10,000 fed- 
eral scholarships each year and 50-50 
matching. grants to states. Secretary Fol- 
som points out that the carefully drawn 
bill attempts to correct deficiencies in 
education “which if allowed to continue 
would seriously weaken our national se- 
curity effort.” 

He made it clear that this country 
still wants to educate “the whole man.” 
Mathematics and science will not be 
stressed alone. The major aim of the 
scholarships will be to bring thousands 
more students into college who have 
proved their abilities but who cannot 
otherwise attend because of costs. The 
program should bring an additional 40,- 
000 able youngsters to college. 

The first-year appropriation is set at 
225 million dollars with a four-year total 
of one billion dollars. 

This isn’t enough. But it is a start. 
There still will be the problem of housing 
and classroom space. 

We will now see whether national pa- 
triotism will rise above local prejudices 
which in past years shamelessly have 
been allowed to defeat the needs of educa- 
tion.

Meanwhile, Chattahoochee County is 
the 19th county to be certified as free of 
brucellosis. Area testing of cattle is now 
being carried on in 80 counties. 


The State Department of Agriculture 
has 1960 as the target date for elimina- 
tion of the disease throughout Georgia. 
Thanks to the cooperation of livestock 
owners and the excellent manner in which 
the program is being conducted, it looks 
like the goal will be achieved on sched- 
ule.

Penal Structure Is Due 


For Intensive Scrutiny — 


The 1958 Legislature will need to 
take a long look at the crime rate, penal 
facilities and chart a course of action to- 
ward relieving problems that have mount- 
ed in recent years. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover has 
reported an all-time high in major crimes 
across the nation during 1957. He esti- 
mates the final figure will show a 7.5 
per cent increase over that of the previ- 
ous year. 

Proof that Georgia has been affected 
by the general upsurge in criminal acts 
is reflected in the annual report of Jack 
M. Forrester, state correction director, 
which shows the prison at Reidsville and 
the Georgia Industrial Institute for ju- 
veniles crowded to capacity. 


Inmate population at the state’s penal 
institutions has increased 58 per cent in 
four years. Continuation of the present 
trend would make building of additional 
prison facilities mandatory. 

All is not well in the closely allied 
field of probation due to a dangerous 
understanding. 

Hugh Carney, chairman of the State 
Board of Probation and Board of Par- 
dons and Paroles, has revealed that in 
21 judicial circuits probation officers have 
case loads in excess of 150 compared to 
a recommended limit of 90. He is asking 
for more men and must have them if the 
program is to be carried out with the 
degree of efficiency society expects. 

Economy reasons have caused Mr. 
Carney to reduce his request for addi- 
tional juvenile detention homes from 20 
to five. These facilities are needed badly 
and the state should get the building 
program started in 1958. 

Georgia has come too far in advanc- 
ing its penal system to allow any symp- 
toms of decay to start eroding the struc- 
ture. More emphasis must be placed on 
prevention of crime. There must be a 
most careful screening of persons con- 
sidered eligible for probation or parole 
and an adequate staff of parole officers. 
And if they are needed Georgia will 
have no choice but to build more prisons. 

One glaring shortcoming is the failure 
of other state agencies to buy products 
made with prison labor at Reidsville. 
As Mr. Forrester pointed out, such pur- 
chases would reduce operating costs at 
the prison. Surely the state should avail 
itself of this opportunity to effect econ- 
omy in the ranks even if it does mean 
treading upon the toes of a few private 
firms doing business with the state.

Atlanta Schools Begin 
Farsighted Experiment 


Dedication of the Atlanta Board of 
Education’s radio-television station Sun- 
day marks the beginning of an experiment 
in education which gives promise of pay- 
ing big dividends to the metropolitan 
community and the state as well. 

The experiment, financed largely by 
the Fund for the Advancement of Educa- 
tion of the Ford Foundation, opens op- 
portunities for classroom instruction and 
eventually for adult education which 
could prove most helpful in alleviating a 
situation which is growing worse. 

Similar efforts elsewhere are proving 
successful. By utilizing the services of in- 
structors via television in fields in which 
there are shortages of such instructors, 
lack of teachers in such courses as physics, 
other sciences and mathematics can be 
overcome. The program will not elimi- 
nate the need for more classroom teach- 
ers and classrooms but .will make up 
in part for the shortage of same—a 
shortage sure to become greater in the 
future. 

In Haskell Boyter and*Douglas Rum- 
hle, director of the station and the tele- 
vision experiment respectively, the At- 
lanta system has two dedicated educa- 
tors anxious to make it a success. We be- 
lieve they will do so. 

The results of this venture into teach- 
ing will be watched with interest by the 
whole region. Accurate tests will deter- 
mine its effectiveness. 

Full credit should be given the At- 
lanta Board of Education, Miss Ira Jar- 
rell and others who have shown great 
foresight in planning the community’s 
school program. The exciting possibilities 
offered here also will have considerable 
bearing on plans of other communities as 
well as the entire state system. |

Family-Centered Approach 
To Delinquency Is Effective 


Juvenile delinquency, a term which has become so slick and worn 
through overuse that it often slides off the mind without making 
much impression, still stands for an age-old problem which has 


defied solution. 

Just about everyone has his pet 
theory, generally including wood- 
shed treatment, reformatories, 
curfews, punishing the parents— 
ah, there’s a favorite—recreation 
and probation. 

All are perhaps partial an- 
swers, but none is a perfect cure, 
not by a long shot. 

The results of a study recently 
conducted in St. Paul, Minn., may 
show one thing we’ve been doing 
wrong. 

Cosmopolitan Magazine says the 
survey showed that 7 per cent of 
the city’s families were depend- 
ent on the community for finan- 
cial support, 10 per cent were 
serviced because of a symptom 
of maladjustment . (criminal or 
delinquent. behavior, mental ill- 
ness, personal or family problems) 
and 15 per cent were receiving 
help because of a health problem. 

But—and here is the important 
point—many of the families in one 
category would show up in other 
categories. In other words, 6 per 
cent of the community’s families 
were absorbing well over half the 
combined services of all depend- 
ency, adjustment agen-

cies. And strangely enough this 
group always seemed to comprise 
about 6 per cent of other cities 
which were checked. 
““Misery-prone the way some 
people are accident-prone, or the 
way others are chronic absentees 
from their jobs, this same group

per cent of the work load of agen- 
cies involved with juvenile delin- 
quents,” the magazine explained. 

The conclusion was that it takes 
more than poverty, divorce, death 
of a parent, emotional disturb- 
ance or any other single factor to 
cause a child to turn delinquert. 
The combination is what has the 
demoralizing effect most often. 

Case workers in St. Paul have 
developed a “family centered” 
approach, rather than each agen- 
cy ‘‘treating’’ some member or 
members of the family for one 
problem alone. 

The approach is admittedly 
sometimes difficult, - particularly 
when help is spurned. But where 
it can be effectively followed, it

‘Everybody Prays 


Sometime in Life’ 


Can anybody pray? The answer is everybody 
does pray. Some people think they are self-suffi- 


cient and they do not need help. Some peop : 

scoff at the value of prayer. Some people lack faith, others are 
ashamed to face God in prayer because of some sin, some are afraid 
to pray because they do not want God telling them what to do. 


But at one time or another, in 
one kind of crisis or another, 
everybody prays. Need becomes 
stronger than doubt and some- 
time we will turn to God in spite 
of ourselves. There is a hidden 
hunger of man’s spiritual self that 
cries out to be satisfied. Sooner 
or later that hidden hunger as- 
serts itself and makes its de- 
mands felt. It is as Victor Hugo 
said, ‘“There are times in a man’s 
life when, regardless of the atti- 
tude of the body, the soul is on 
its knees in prayer.” 

Can you prove the value of 
prayer? By various tests, many 
have sought to demonstrate that 
prayer gets results. But I have 
never been too interested in such 
experiments. I am not sure that 
prayer values can be proved but 
certainly they can be known. 
There is a difference. In fact, 
anyone who sincerely prays is 
himself a proof of prayer. 

About prayer, Lincoln once 
said: “I have had so many evi- 
dences of His direction, so many 
instances of times when I have 
been controlled by some other 
power than my own will, that I 
cannot doubt that this power 
comes from God. I frequently see 
my way clear to a decision when 
I am conscious that I have not 
sufficient facts on which to found 
it. I am satisfied that, when the 
Almighty wants me to do, or not 
to do, a particular thing, He finds 
a way of letting me know. I talk 
to God and when I do my mind

seems relieved and a way is sug- 
gested.”” I doubt if Lincoln ever 
tried to prove the value of prayer 
but he knew it. 

How does one pray? Late one 
night my doorbell rang. When I 
opened the door I found stand- 
ing there a man, He said, 
“Something happened to me to- 
night that caused me to want to 
pray. But I have never praved in 
my life ‘and I do not know iow. 
I don’t want you to pray for me, 
I want you to teach me how to 
pray for myself.” We talked for 
a while and I found he had never 
been to church except a few 
times when he was a child. He 
had never read the Bible. I asked 
if he knew the Lord’s Prayer. He 
asked, ‘“‘What is that?” 

I told him about Jesus’ disci- 
ples asking Him to teach them 
to pray. In response, He gave 
them a short prayer. I gave him 
a New Testament and marked the 
place. I told him that every time 
he wanted to pray to get down on 
his knees, open the Testament 
and read that prayer aloud. He 
said he would do that. He was 
deeply in earnest. As a result 
that man had a really remark- 
able religious experience and has 
developed a wonderful faith. 

The best way I know to learn 
to pray is to learn the Lord's 
Prayer by heart. When those 
words that Jesus gave come out 
of our own hearts, then we are 
truly praying. 


President's Ready 
For Peace Talks 


WASHING TON—President 


Eisenhower has 
three purposes in mind in the brief but care- 
fully conceived remarks he made to the nation 


recently in reporting on NATO. They are these: To assure the So- 
viets that the United States will never be a party to allowing NATO 
to loose a man or a missile except in defense against aggression. 


To assure the NATO govern- 
ments that America is ready to 
explore every flicker of Soviet de- 
sire to ease the tensions of the 
cold war. 


To assure the people of the 
world that the United States will 
not be backward about sitting 
down at the conference table 
with the Russians. 


This is not a change in sub- 
stance in American policy but it 
is a change in form. 

It means the President will 
stress our willingness to negotiate 
rather than stress, as Secretary 
Dulles has so often done, the pos- 
sible pitfalls of negotiation and 
our belief that at this stage noth- 
ing will come of it. 

This is a significant change in 
emphasis and I would say that it 
represents Eisenhower's personal 
initiative. It springs in part from 
both his private and formal 
NATO discussions in Paris. 

Eisenhower found: 

That his European colleagues 
are not taking any gullible atti- 
tude toward what the Soviets are 
up to. 

That they are as convinced as 
he is that the Kremlin's No. 1 
objective is to get rid of NATO. 

That there is no disposition 
among the European Prime Min- 
isters to go in for appeasement. 

But as a result of these same 
talks Eisenhower also came to ap- 
preciate more acutely than before

that if ghe further strengthening 
of NA militarily is to get the 
support of the European people, 
NATO must show itself willing to 
negotiate with the Soviets at 
every reasonable opportunity. 

In the United States President 
Fisenhower has no significant po- 
litical pressure urging him on to 
talk with the Russians. Here there 
is as much minority opinion warn- 
ing him against negotiation as 
there is appealing to him to step 
up negotiation. 

The opposite is true in Western 
Europe. There every NATO 
Prime Minister is faced with an 
opposition party, as in Britain, 
Germany,; France and Italy, 
whipping up public opinion in be- 
half of negotiation. To be stand- 
offish on negotiation plays into 
the hands of the political opposi- 
tion and weakens public support 
for NATO. 

These are the factors which 
persuaded Eisenhower his NATO 
colleagues have no false hopes 
that more talking with the Soviets 
will be productive at this time. 
He has concluded, therefore, that 
it is entirely prudent to negotiate 
and that, in fact, he will be 
strengthening the political sup- 
port for NATO by himself stand- 
ing forward as one thoroughly 
willing to negotiate, not as 
one who is constantly afraid to 
negotiate or who has to be pushed 
into negotiation.

If preparation 
means anything, the Sugar Bowl 
game should be a slam-bang thrill-

Outlar . work for both squads. 

Frankly, Vaught hasn't sent me word what, if anything, Ole 
Miss has on its holiday agenda for the boys. But I can’t see how a 
team can enjoy a bowl trip which doesn’t start until the night be- 
fore the game 

On the other hand, you can see why Ole Miss coaches are in- 
tent on honing their squad to a perfection peak for this one. In two 
previous showings before the New Orleans neighbors, the Rebs have 
been humiliated by a combined score of 45-7. 

Georgia Tech thrashed Ole Miss, 24-7, in the controversial con- 
test in 1953, and Navy all but chased the favored Ole Miss outfit 
out of the Sugar Bowl in the embarrassing 21-0 bout in ‘55. 

Ovverall, Ole Miss has a 2-3 bowl chart, compared to impres- 
sive 5-1-1 Texas’ credentials. 


—Longhorns Usually Gore SEC Opponents 


The Rebels, eager to atone for their shoddy performances in 
the past, are a slim 2'-point favorite to turn the trick. They deserve 
the favorite slot on the basis of an 8-1-1 regular-season card. Texas, 
which won only one game last year, was a surprise Sugar Bowl 
choice due to a 6-3-1 record. 

Ole Miss has a high-geared offense featuring quarterback 
Kay Brown and halfbacks Leroy Reed and Billy Lott. Lott, a 
broken collar bone reportedly mended, is the most dangerous 
runner in the fast Rebel stable. Jackie Simpson, an All-America 
guard, and bruising tackle Gene Hickerson anchor a rugged line. 

Though Ole Miss has the hosses, they ran in few handicap races 
this year. ‘The team was strong, but the schedule was weak. Texas 
traveled a much tougher course. 

Tulane and Arkansas were the only mutual foes. The Rebs 
poured it on Tulane, 50-0, while Texas was pressed before romping 
to a 20-6 verdict in the final quarter. On the other hand, Arkansas 
upended the Rebs, 12-6, and lost to Texas, 17-0. 

Royal, perhaps the finest young (33) coach in the country, 
accomplished a minor miracle in steering the soph-studded Long- 
horns into a bowl. Certainly the team which beat Georgia, 26-7, 
in the Grant Field opener last fall didn’t look like a potential 
bowler. 

But Texas has improved with each outing, whipping 
the Texas Aggies in the two windup games. Rayal, never able to 
beat Vaught when he was stationed at Mississippi State, has more 
ammunition this time. For some reason, the sight of a Southeastern 
Conterence team seems to inspire the Longhorns, and they have won 
16 of their last 18 games against SEC representatives. I think they'll 
stretch the impressive string a notch further and whip Ole Miss by 
a 19-14 margin in the Sugar Bowl. 

Cotton Bowl fans will sit in on what promises to be the most 
exciting contest on the action crammed New Year’s menu. Navy 
is a one-point pick over Rice in what should be a corking offensive 
duel.

—Cruising With Navy, Duke, Ohio State 

Navy is a daring go-for-broke type of team which stirs cor- 
puscles of bowl promoters. Gambling quarterback Tom Forrestal 
will pass trom any spot on the field and keeps coach Eddie Erdelatz 
and the opposition on edge. In seven of nine games, the point-happy 
Middies produced three or more touchdowns. In seven of nine out- 
ings, they limited foes to one TD or less. All-America tackle Bob 
Reifsnyder ranked next to Lou Michaels as the toughest lineman I 
saw last season, and Pete Jokanovich is one of the best pass re- 
ceivers in college tootball. 

Rice bowed to Duke, Texas and Clemson along the way. Navy 
was stunned by North Carolina and tied by Duke. The Owls are a 


typical Jess Neely squad, a hard-hitting crew which reached a 
November peak in 20-0 decisions over TCU and Baylor. In All- 
America King Hill, Rice has a great quarterback, but Navy, in my 


opinion, has more guns. Here’s a 28-13 vote for the Middies. 

Since your agent has had above-average luck in picking 
upsets, perhaps I shouldn’t shoot for another one. But I have a 
hunch that Duke, a vast regular-season disappointment, is going 
to nose Oklahoma in the Orange Bowl. 

Bud Wilkinson’s Sooners aren’t up to par this year. They had 
close calls against mediocre Colorado and Kansas State outfits and 
lost to Notre Dame. 

If ailing quarterback Carl Dodd isn’t able to go the route, it 
will be a tremendous blow to the Sooner offense. And I’m aware that 
the Duke otfense has been nothing to shout about with all regulars 
in action. Rice, Tech, Navy, and Clemson held the Blue Devils to 
a total of 20 points in four games. But Duke has the potential, and 
it’s the last time the men from Durham will have an opportunity to 
hive up to their glowing pre-season reputation. Oklahoma, granted 
a bulge due to superior team speed, is a 10-point choice. However, 
here’s a 14-7 ballot for Duke. 

Ohio State, the nation’s No. 1 team in the eyes of Woody Hayes 
and the United Press, has a bowl schedule to match its regular- 
season card. Oregon probably ranks a notch higher than North- 
western, Indiana, Washington, Illinois and some other ‘‘power- 
houses”’ the Buckeyes belted on their way to Pasadena. Ohio State 
should beat Oregon, but it’s doubtful whether the Buckeyes will 
roll up the predicted 19-point victory total. Let’s guess the score:

Until Christmas morning this year, I sailed 


blithely along under the illusion that I owned 
or had experimented with every fish-getting 
gadget conceived by mortal - 
man. I thought that I had ae 
made the rounds, from plinth 
to pinnacle, and included all 
the odd and weird contraptions 
to seduce the trout and bream 
and bass. 

I almost reached the top with 
that flashlight battery-powered 
box one of my angling buddies 
came up with last year. It's 
built to clamp on your rod and 
help you wait for the fish to 
bite. You can lay back and

snooze in the sun, or read a book. Any fish 
tugging at your bait will light the bulb and set a 
gong a-going like the burglary alarm system in 
the Bank of America. 

Another friend gave me a fish hook that was

rigged with gaping jaws, like a steel trap. When 
a fish tugs gently at the bait, a pair of grappling 
hooks slam into his jaws from two sides. I 
never could quite figure whether this gadget was 
designed to (1) scare the poor fish out of his 
wits, (2) knock him silly, or (3) keep him 
caught in spite of the hook. 

I was sure that those two items topped the 
list of all fishing gimmicks, until I received a 
Christmas remembrance from one of my very 
special and favorite fishing partners. From him 
I am blessed with a fish caller. Now I've got 
everything. 

I haven't been able to decide whether the 
fact that we didn’t even get a nibble the last 
two times we were in a boat together, had any- 
thing to do with his selection of this particular 
item. I’m afraid to ask. 


A fish caller! I’ve used crow calls, goose and 
moose calls, duck calls, deer calls, turkey calls, 
squirrel calls, elk calls and wolf calls. This is 
the first time 1 ever knew anyone could broad- 
cast for a fish. 


Don’t get me wrong. It’s a serious gadget. 
There’s a neat little cylinder with a ring to 


which a fishing line may be attached for sub- 
merging it in the water. Enclosed in the cylinder 
is a small battery and buzzer arrangement that 
makes it sing under the surface. Lowered to the 
bottom, or to any depth at which you wish to 
dangle your angle, it is said to attract all fish 
for hundreds of feet around, and they fight to 
see which will be the lucky individual to get 
there first and gig himself on your hook. 


Fishing is such a screwy business, there is no 
reason why a fish caller shouldn’t work. Fish, 
and especially eld lunker bass, are inquisitive 
creatures. They'll come to a splash and other 
water noise, and will often follow the sound of 


an electric or outboard motor, out of sheer curi- 
Osity. 

Not only that, but most creatures that live in 
the water do make sounds. A part of the train- 
ing that the Navy gives its radar crews, includes 
the identification of various fish by the sounds 
they make. You'll know what I mean if you've 
ever heard the boom of a salt water drum. You 
can stand in a boat and feel it through the soles 
of your shoes. 

As far as I can learn, no one has ever de- 
tected the difference between the love patter of 
a perch and a minnow’s frightened squeal as it 
flees for its life. I have no idea what piscatorial 
note my new fish callér is supposed to imitate. 
Its “Beee-e-e-ep!” is as musical as the call of a 
female Sputnik. 

I'll give it a chance to produce a string of 
fish. I give everything a chance to produce a 
string of fish. And come the first warm days of 
spring, when the lunkers are on the prowl, look-

Georgia farmers, hindered this year by bad weath- 


er, higher costs,

Off-farm em- 
slesitiaal of farm people is in- 
creasing as the family members 
and farm operators seek off-farm 
full-time or part-time employ- 
ment to supplement farm in- 
come,” Dr. Murray said. 


Judge Luther Alverson refused 
Monday to set aside the convic- 
tion of Horace Ingram on charges 
of bribing Atlanta policemen and 
reiterated his previous refusal to 
let Ingram out of jail on an appeal 
bond 


The Fulton Superior Court jur- 
ist, in notifying John Tyler, one of 
Ingram’s lawyers, of his ruling 
on refusing the bond, said that 
since the judge was of the opinion 
“no errors were committed” in 
Ingram’s two-week trial, he 
could “‘see no reason to change 
my position” on granting bond. 

Judge Alverson has refused to 
allow Ingram to get out of Fulton 
Couffty Jail on bond since June 
14 when he was convicted of four 
counts of bribery and was given a 
sentence of 10 to 26 years. 


ACT PROMPTLY 


The judge’s letter added that he 
had “tried to act on the case 
promptly so that you may appeal 
the case to the State Court of Ap- 
peals. The main reason for my 
promptness is that he is in jail 
and I do not wish to delay his 
appeal in any manner whatso- 
ever.” 

In overruling the Atlanta ga- 
rage operator’s request to set 
aside his conviction, the judge 
turned aside defense contentions 
that the state had failed to prove 
necessary elements of bribery and 
that the judge erred in failing to 
instruct the jury as the defense 
had requested. 

Regarding his refusal to charge 
propositions of law requested by 
the defense, Judge Alverson said 
that one of them contained ‘“‘an 
incorrect statement of the law.” 
Therefore, the judge added, it was 
no error to refuse to give the 
charge requested. 

His order related that one of 
the charges requested by the de- 
fendant stated in effect that in or- 
der to convict a person of brib- 
ing a policeman, the state “‘must 
prove the recipient of the money 
knew that the person giving the 
money was violating the law in 
respect to which the recipient’s be- 
havior was to be influenced. .. . 


INCORRECT PROPOSITION 


“This is an imcorrect proposi- 
tion of law,”’ the judge’s order re- 
lated.

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CFilins Sibley 
The Myth 
Of Dade 


Historians are wonderful people. They not only keep alive 
some of the best stories ever enacted by the human race, they 
have a talent for debunking legend without taking all the fun 
out of it. 

Take Dr. E. Merton Coulter. I’ve never met this distinguished 
University of Georgia history professor but I’ve read after him 
off and on for years and today I’m filled with gratitude to him 


for one of those lively, truth-is-stranger-than-fiction pieces about 
Georgia history. 


A great many Georgians will remember with pleasure the | 


hullabaloo in the local and national press in 1945 about the re- 
turn of Dade County to Georgia and the Union. It was, as Dr. 
Coulter recalls, “a gigantic and widely heralded celebration” in 
which the “State of Dade’ elected on the Fourth of July, 1945, 
to return to the fold from which it seceded 85 
brought down the Stars and Bars and hoisted Old Glory on a 
brand-new flag pole. 


“In additign to using the complete facilities of their own 
Dade County Times, they enlisted the full force of the state’s 
chief newspaper, the Atlanta Constitution,” Dr. Coulter recalled. 

It was a great day, adding new spice to the Fourth of July 
which hasn’t been such an exciting celebration lately and it 
collected a lot of national attention for the little north Georgia 
county, including a telegram of- congratulation from President 
Harry 8S. ‘Truman. 

But the catch, it now appears, is that the ‘State of Dade’’ 
never seceded from Georgia. 


With the lively curiosity and the indefatigable scholarship of 
the historian, Dr. Coulter lit on the story of Dade County’s se- 
cession and began checking back. He has apparently examined 
voluminous records and newspaper files, relentlessly picking out 
the flaws in each casual statement. And in the current issue of 
the Georgia Historical Quarterly *:: debunks ‘The »Myth of Dade 
County’s Seceding from Georgia.” 


One explanation for Dade’s secession was that Dade Countians 
were big slave-owners and rabid secessionists. 

“As a matter of fact,” wrote Dr. Coulter, “Dade County in 
1860 had only 300 slaves owned by 46 people out of a totaP white 
population of 2,765, and of these slave-owners only an even dozen 
held more than 10 and only two owned as many as 30 and no one 
owned as many as 40.” As for being rabid secessionists, Dr. 
Coulter asks,. ““Secessionists from what?” 

“Taking into consideration the prevailing Unionist attitude 
of the North Georgians and of Southern mountaineers, it would 
be logical to assume that Dade County seceded from the Con- 
federate State of Georgia (which Georgia became after she se- 
ceded from the Union) and consequently that Dade County left 
the Confederate States of America. For, in early January of 
1861, when Georgia elected a sovereign convention to take into 
consideration the matter of seceding, Dade County sent two 
delegates to this convention who steadily voted against seceding. 
Yet with the solid opposition of Dade County, Georgia seceded 
on January 19. This is not to say, though, that Dade County did 
not send brave men to the Confederate army and did not build 
up a glorious Confederate tradition.” 


Dr. Coulter doesn’t think “‘Uncle’’? Bob Tatum, state senator 
from Dade, made any fiery orations for secession and he can 
find no record of his having gone home to Dade to stir up a 
local secession, as the legend contends. And the lovely title “‘State 
of Dade’”’ which the little county took to itself, Dr. Coulter thinks, 
apparently grew out of its isolation from the rest of Georgia. 


“Until recently,”’ the historian points out, “it was impossible 
to enter Dade County from Georgia except by perilous climbing 
on foot up and down the steep slopes of a range of mountains 
completely cutting the county off from the rest of the state. The 
roads to Dade led through Tennessee or Alabama—and so Dade 
was in tact a lost province, belonging geographically to Tennessee 
or Alabama. . .. So here is logic enough to explain the rise of 
the expression ‘State of Dade’ or ‘Independent State of Dade.’ 
‘hese expressions arose not because ‘Uncle Bob’ Tatum was 
said to have made a speech in Milledgeville, taking Dade out of 
Georgia, but because the Lord sent down Lookout Mountain across 
the northwest corner of the state and fenced Dade off from 
Georgia.”” 

Dr. Coulter has hit a mighty lick for history—but I still think 
it’s lovely that Dade County had that welcome-back celebration 
in 1945.
